A LIBRARY worker has 
opened a new chapter on 
the spate of suspected UFO 
sightings centring on the 
Highland Capital over the 
last few months.

Grant contaaed the Couri¬ 
er after reports by several 
other readers relating to 
remarkably similar sight¬ 
ings in the night skies. 

library service worker 
Mr Grant was out walking 
his dog with his wife on the 
same mght that several 
people around the High¬ 
lands claim to have spotted 
something they simply 
couldn't explain in the sky 
some two weeks ago. 

He told the Courier "I 
just happened to look up 
and saw u. it was a bright 
object heading north west 
to south east and was a 
bright object. 1 remarked to 
my wife that it could not 
possibly have been an aero¬ 
plane or a satellite.’' 

He said he had'an open 
mind on the matter but 
was convinced that what 
he saw needed explaining, 
He added: "Whatever it 
was was so smooth and did¬ 
n't make any noise at alL” 
His wife saw the same ob¬ 
ject and was equallv at a 
loss as to explain what she 
had seen. 

Mr Grant's report ties in 
with an as yet unexplained 
sighting by a Newtonmore 
man: a coastguard: a 
weather observer and a 
Black Isle housewife. UFO 
researchers are known to 
be momtormg reports ema¬ 
nating from me Highland

rHE eight-man crew of an 
Eyemouth fishing boat 
watched for an hour as a UFO 
hovered just 75 feet at»ve 
their vessel. 

The British Unidentified 
Flying Object Research 
Associauon iBUFORA) have 
contacted the fishermen and 
the strange sighting is being 
investigated. 

The sighung occurred on 
February 14 at 7pm whilst the 
fishing boat was 70 miles 
south east of Eyemouth. The 
fishermen described the UFO 
as inangulax and black in 
colour with 15 red lights alon^ 
its side and no navigational 
lights visible on its underside. 

Confirmed 

The crew of the fishing 
boat made contact with 
another boat by VHF radio to 
ask if they too could see the 
object, which they confirmed. 

[nterestmgly, both boats 
delected the craft on their 
radar systems and gave an 
exact location as latitude 055 
degrees 50 minutes 27 
seconds North, longitude 000 
degreesUI minuiesM 
seconds East. 

An approach was made to 
the Civil Aviation Authonlv 
and (he Ministry of Defence 
but they could give no 
explanation as to what the 
cr^ might have been. 

A similar craft has been 
seen in Europe and North 
America but more recently, in 
January,at Manchester 
Airport, causing a near miss to 
be reported to the CAA by 
two British Airways pilots.

.V POSTAL worker claims he has 
had a close encounter after two giant 
UFOs were spoiled hovering over 
ilurtnn in Ihe latest of a string of 
sightings in the area. 

Mr Tom Culleton has (old how he 
lost IS minutes nf his life. He said he 
watched a cr-aft "Ihe size of a football 
pitch" gliding over homes in VVinshill 
and had another dramatic sighting 
(wo nights later. 

Now he wants to know whether 
anv other people spotted the UFOs 
during the early hours of Wednesday 
and Fridav last week. 

UFO investigators sav this was Ihe 
latest of around 20 "flying triangle" 
sightings in the Burton and South 
Derbyshire area in the last month. 

Mr Cuiieton has been a postal 
worker for nearlv 30 vears and is 


representative for the Communica¬ 
tions Workers’ Union, which covers 
Burton. 

He savs he was travelling along 
the A50 during (he early hours of 
Mav 1 to collect mail from Burton 
when he spotted a bright light in the 
sky. He slopped alongside Bretby 
Lane, and then saw "a great craft 
with lights all round it'* gliding slowly 
over houses. 

"It was like the hndv of a verv 
large aircraft without wings, about 
lOfl yards across. There were lights 
all round il. with windows at the side 
and a light at the reai was irafCc light 
green. 

"I'm a sceptic and am nut inter¬ 
ested in UFOs. But I saw what I did 
and that’s it." said Mr Culleton. 

He said he later realised he had 


could not account for. 

He says the second sighting hap¬ 
pened near the Waterloo pub further 
down the road. He saw a massive tri¬ 
angular craft Ihe length of a football 
pilch move towards him and bank to 
Ihe left. 

Mr Culleton says his second sight¬ 
ing was similar to the picture pro¬ 
duced by the Derbv-based Phenome¬ 
non Research Association, a 
worldwide organisation of around 70 
members who have been investigat¬ 
ing UFOs. 

The case is now being investigated 
by Ihe Association which says hun- 
dreds of “flving triangles" have been 
spotted all over the world since 1955.
